If you think you have rather a nightm arish bedroom w ith brass beds 
or unattractive beds and w ant to do the room up, it ’s a com paratively 
sim ple m atter to cut off the too-high headboardsm nd use the foot board 
as head of the bed and m ake yourself, or have made, box slip covers of 
flowered chintz lined with a substantial m aterial. U sually the secret of a 
good fit is to have a buckram strip across the top between the fabric and 
the lining.

If your curtains are flowered, it’s fun to have a dress­ 
ing table in front of the window with a gathered skirt either of plain 
material or of a striped pattern designed to match the chintz. 
U npainted dressing tables are very inexpensive a n d w h e n a t t r a c ­ 
tively covered do a lot for a room. Small triple-mirrors to he fastened t> 
the table a t the back cost only a few dollars. Anoth er way i f course, is 
just t«> cover a shelf or, an old or an ugly table. This slip covering is a 
iregulur Cinderella of an idea. W hv y o u c a n even cover a soiled lamp shade!
